LETTER IIL. 
Philadelphia, June 18th, 1823. 


Dean Hvow—Betoe ft began io travei | was ac- 
quamted with only two petplexities worthy of no- 
Uce in trading ; first, a difficulty in finding articles 
agreeable to my wishesx—and second, when found, 
« want sometimes of sufficient eash to purchase 
them. Since my arrival at Philadelphia, 1 have 
experienced a third equally unpleasam, from its 
tantalizing effects. Articles perfectly consonant 
with my desires have heen di ped. me, 
and U have even ordered them to be laid aside, not 
doubting that I had money enough with me to 
purchase; but, on enquiring the price, have been 
totally unable to understand the answer, or to 
know whether the contents of my pockets would 
have satisfied the demand. You are ready to ask, 
if the Philadelphians do not speak the Engtish 
language ?—They do.—But, really, some words 
they use, especially on pecuniary subjects, sound 
very harsh and unintelligible to the ear of a Vir- 
ginian. To elucidate more fully my meaning, | 
will give you an account of a few weidents rela- 
tive to this subject. . 

A few Gays since I called on Joseph to take » 
walk. —By-the-bye, you shall hereafter have an ac- 
count of my accidental meeting with this our es- 
te-med friend, and of some highly interesting in- 
cidents in his life, since he bade farewell to the 
companions of his youth, and launched forth to 
seek his fortune on the wide ocean of life. After 
taking a circuitous ramble through the city, we 
at length found ourselves in Chesnut street. Being 
m want of a watch ribbon and seeing some ex- 
hibited at a window, we entered the shop and hac 
them displayed before us. I selected one thai 
pleased my tancy, and, as I fiave always made it 
4 practice, asked the price before paying for it— 
he gentleman answered; “ three ‘leven penny bits.”

In a moment, 
however, Lwas convinced that he was neither; for 
he, imagining | was surprised at the high prie of 
the article, began, with the true spirit of an expe- 
rienced veteran of the yardestick, to lavish un- 
bounded praise on the superior qualily of the 
goods. Joseph saw the dilemma in which E was 
placed, and kindly relieved me by saymg:—"* Hy 
means thirty. -even and a half cents, or in Virginia 
currency, two and three pence” The gentleman 
Idaghed heartily at Uns singular manner of -reck- 
oning, ag T gave him half a dollar and he returned 
what he called a lewy—We departed, nota tittle 
amused with this trifling incident. But this was 
only the beginning of such things. 

We were fatigued with the length of our walk 
and entered one of the places of fashionable resort 
in Philadelphra—a cake shop—for refreshment. 
After gratitying our appetites with the good lady’» 
ice-cream, queen cakes, ladies’ fingers, cordiais, 
ke Lenquired what was to be paid.—She paused 
a moment, and answered ina quek and uninter- 
rupted tone —* Three-quurter dollars, "leeen-penny 
bit, fip penny bit and three cents.” Lmnagiiung the 
bil exceeded the loose change of any person's 
pocket, TE telt fur my pocket-book, but to my sor- 
row U found Thad left it at home. | was on tie 
point of completing my embarrassment by telling 
the lady, I had not money enough to pay the bili, 
but Twas saved from this humbling confession by 
the interposition of my friend, who bad been con. 
versing with a person in another part of the room. 
“Edward,” said he, “ what is the matter now, are 
you again embarrassed with the sound of levy» 
and fips?’ * Lend me a five dollar note,” said I, 
“to pay this bil, and depend on it, TE will avoid in 
future such an unpleasant occurrence” “ You 
must be wrong in your reckoning ; it cannot re 
quire five dollars to pay for our refreshments — 
* Madam,” continued he, “ what is your bill?” 
“Only one dotlar, wanting ” At the sound 
of intelligible English again, | thrust my hand into 
my pocket and flung two haif dollars om the 
counter, to prevent her from producing any more 
confusion by the sound of bite. Vhree cents was 
the change which she returned, This served to 
assist me in discovering the meaning of the words 
which she had uxed. I took leave of the good lady, 
and soon after bade my friend good morning 

This inconvenience is not pecubar to Philadel- 
phia. A stranger will mect with the «ame in every 
state in the Union If it were a necessary evil we 
might guard against it as one of that class, but it 
is Rot the reason for its continuance arises from 
the difficulty of reforming old customs. It is, how. 
ever, becoming untashwnable, and I hope the time 
is mot far distant, when the public will see ee 
great advantages of reckoning according to t 
United States currency, and entirely explode the 
@utilated terms of English money.

This person took another with 
him as a witnese—neither of them knew the man, 
They however frequented the oyster cellars and 
were familar with the blacks till they found aman 
that knew the runaway, and who for a small bribe 
pointed him out to them. On this, the witness was 
to prove him in order to get a warrant to remove 
him out of the state. They did not take him im- 
mediately, bet watched his baunts and waited a 
proper time when they might get him off without 
mueh trouble from the friends of the blacks. 
Sam, the runaway, discovered that these two 
Men were watehing him, and he watched them as 
well One evening just at dusk, which they thought 
the most proper ime, oe Sam was sawing his last 
stick of wood. with his eyes on the men across the

Interesting from the Spanish Maine. 
Oruscoa, 30th May, 1823. 
Reported Capture of Muricaibo, and total defeat of 
Gen. Morales 
We have had for several days past, flying re. 
ports of the fall of Maricaibo, and defeat of Gen. 
Morales,—all of which, however, wanied confirma. 
ton, By an arrival to<lay from Aruba we have 
received the grateful intelligence that the reports 
ure true, and that Maricaibo has actually surren- 
dered to the victorious arms of Colombia, and fell 
wn the followmg manner : 
On the 19th inst. two Spanish armed schooners 
sailed from Maricaibo for Porto Cabello, net know- 
ing that the Colombian admiral, Padilla, had cross- 
ed the bar a few boura previous, and by whom they 
were shortly captured; the whole fleet then stood 
to the Lagoon, and at daylight Admiral Padilla 
manned these two Spanish schrs. with seamen and 
marines, ordered them to hoist Spanish colours, 
and make sail for the city, and that he would send 
afew sail inchase, which however should not over. 
take them; all things being prepared, at 7 A Mi 
the manauvre commenced, the whole Colombia 
fleet made s.il in chace of these two decoy vessels, 
—ihey were seen by the forts, which not suspect 
ing the trick, began to fire on the Colombians and 
protect the supposed Spanish schooners, which an. 
chored close under fort St. Carlos, and remained 
in battle array, firing blank cartridges at Padilla, 
till his fleet engaged the forts. 
A landing was then effected from the schooners, 
and the crews entered the fort with three cheers; 
in afew moments, however, the Spaniards found 
out the cheat, and were thrown into confusion; this 
gallant little fraud of the Colombians harassed 
them in the rear, whilst Padilla in front was pour. 
ing in a galling fire—the carnage now became 
dreadtul; the Colombian brig of war Mars, was 
sunk by a point blank shot, and nearly all on board 
perished Morales finding his situation a bad 
one, retreated with his army to Gibraltar, leaving 
Admiral Padiila and the Colombian forces in pos. 
seasion of his strong hold, the forts being manned 
by the Petriots and their flags hoisted, they pro. 
ceeded towards the city, “ which immediately ral. 
lied round the standard of Liberty.” Morales not 
thinking himself safe, went on towards Porto Ca- 
bello, taking Coro in hie way When two davs 
march from Coro, near Valencia, be fell in with 
the advance guard of Gen. Paez—an action ensu. 
ed, and Morales’ army was completely routed.— 
in thes, as in several other actions, the Spanish 
General displayed a want of courage, leaving the 
tiekd of battle, and his army to the mercy of the 
enemy. 

Mexican accuunts to the 24th ult. are re- 
ceived at Charleston by an arrival from Ha- 
vana. A letter dated at Havana, June 8, 
says,“ The confirmation of war gives ad- 
ditional animation to business, particularly 
as regards sugars and freights to Europe. 
Every thing is quiet, and 1 think rather 
promising as regards our political and per- 
haps commercial situation. Our new gov- 
erner is said to be onc of great intelligence, 
expanded views and full of encrgy.
